Doings in the Constitutional 
Conventions. 


Washington Delegates Prefer Clams 
to Senatorial Eloquence. 


North Dakotans Picking Flaws in 
Their Proposed Constitution. 


Convict Labor Becoming a Bone of 
Contention in Montana--The 
Boundary Question Be- 
tween thé Dakotas.

IA (Wash.), July 22.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.] In convention today a tel- 
egram wag read froin ex-Attorney-General 
Williams saying that Senator Stewart of 
Nevada would like to deliver an address on 
irrigation and silver. By a strict party vote 
of 25 to 7 the invitation was extended to 
him, and he will speak here tomorrow, 
though he will not have much of an audi- 
ence, as the convention is going to attenda 
big clam-bake, to be given by the local Board 
of Trade. 

A petition was presented from teachers, 
asking for an educational test for voters. 
The report of the Committee on County 
and Municipal Government provides that 
no new county shall be created with less 
than 20,000 inhabitants, nor shall existing 
counties be divided so as to leave less 
than 4000 in the old county. It provides 
for the establishment of township govern- 
ments and declares that ail municipalities 
shall be created by general laws, except in 
the case of cities of more than 25,000, which 
can elect 15 freeholders to frame their 
charters forthem. Itshall be submitted to 
vote of the people, and if ratified, shall be- 
come a law. It creates the new offices of 
county clerk, and provides that except pub- 
hic administrators, surveyors and coroners, 
all officers shall be salaried. Officials are 
only eligible for two successive terms, and 
their salaries cannot be increased or the 
term of office extended while they are in 
office. The Legislatute shall have no power 
impose taxes upon counties, towns or 
municipalities for local purposes. Such 
power is vested absolutely in the locai au- 
d ition that b-

James S, Waterman wasa 
wealthy lumber dealer at Sycamore, III., 
and died in 1853. Gov. Waterman and his 
partner, one Porter, were indebted to him 
for $10,000 as a firm, aud after his death 
they ay the indebtedness to the executor, 
P. M. Alden. They subsequently dis- 
covered a clause in the will of James 
S. Waterman, which was executed 
eleven years before, in which he express! 
relecsed all of the indebtedness of his 
brothers, including that of the California 
Govornor to him. Then Gov. Waterman 
tiled a bill against the executor, Alden, to 
recover $10,000 which he had paid to him in 
ignorance of the release clause in the will, 

Chief Justice Fuller decided, atter hear- 
ing all the evidence and carefully perusin 
the will, that the release provision appli 
only to the personal obligations of the de- 
ceased’s brothers and not to firm indebted- 
ness. He decided that the Governor was 
not entitled to recover and dismissed his bill,

A DEPRESSED INDUSTRY: 


California Wine-makers Discour- 
aged at the Outlook. 

SAN FRANcIsco, July 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Some days since the Ex- 

. aminer sent to prominent wine-growers 
throughout the State a circular calling at- 
tention to the present depression in the 
wine trade and asking the growers their 
opinion as to the cause of the depres- 


sion and the remedy therefor. A 
large number of letters has now 
been received. The following are 


some of the causes of the depression given 
: by the correspondents: Lack of consumers; 
| 95 ver cent of the Americans do not drink; 


' wine put on the market too new; wine 
! made out of inferior gaapes; dealers’ com- 
: ; ‘binations to depress the market; lack of 
storage facilities; railroad rates too high; 
adulteration of wines, etc. 
A few of the correspondents are unable 
to see a remedy for the depression, and sug- 
gest that it would be better to plow up the 
vines and plant the ground in fruits or 
other plants that will bring returns for 
the labor. Coòperation is one of the 
remedies suggested. Also codperative 
depots in each district for labeling, prepar- 
ng, and marketing wines, codperative 
brandy distilleries for ‘turning poorer 
des of wine into brandies, and codperat- 
_ Ive warehouses for storing wines of a dis- 
trict until age gives them proper value. 
Several correspondents write most dis- 
couragingly. One of the heaviest wine- 
makers in the State claims that ordinary 
wine from grapes on ordinary land will cost 
the maker not less than 12 or 15 cents 
per galion, while all that last year’s wine 
will bring is from 7 to 9 cents. Casesare 
then cited where heavy sales were made at 
a loss of 3 to 4 cents per gallon.

This volime is a rare and valuable 
contribution to American literature. 
Mr. Edwards held the pen of the ready 
writer, and his style was brilliant, 
strong, clear and forcibie, like the shaft 
of lightning, going directly to the point 
at which he aimed. Few more power- 
ful yet winning pens have ever been 
employed inthe field of journalism. 
As an analyst of character, not many 
can be found to excel him. Take, for 
instance, a sentence from an article on 
Henry Ward Beecher: ‘‘In the stronger 
and terser sense of epigram, Mr. 
Beecher was notably lacking. Weak 
also in picturesquenegs, which can 
make one hear the flapping of invisi- 


of imaginary waters—he yet had what 
answered almost the same purpose—a 
quick, entertaining and coruscating 
fancy. He never in all his life, accord- 
ing to our estimate of him as a 
preacher, preached a really strong, 
terse, massive, logical sermon. He 
could take hold of the heart and do 
with it pretty much what he pleased, 
but he almost always left the head 
where be found it. He was 
utterly incapable of building a 
massive edifice of thought, perfect 
in eve arch, beam, door,

Very complete, and rich in their 
wealth of historic detail, are these vol- 
umes of our eminent historian, Mr. 
Bancroft, and to us of this coast the 
present volume is especially full of in- 
terest. 

The first chapter opens with the his- 
tory of Texas when first claimed by 
the United States, and gives the 
reader an insight into the internal 
conditions of the State, the provincial 
government and the revolutionary ele- 
ment to be met within its borders, etc. 
In the second chapter we have the 
story of the invasion of Texas 
by Americans, and 80 on, 
step by step, are portrayed all the mar- 
velous changes which have transpired 
within that commonwealth from the 
opening of this century to the present 
time. And nowhere within such a 
limited period of years could sucha
